DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 


The Department of Justice today announced the filing of a civil ..: 
action in the United States District Court for the Northern District of 
Illinois, Eastern Division, egainst General Motors Cürporation-and General 
Motors Acceptance Corporation, alleging violation of the Sherman end 
Clayton Acts. Tho action is brought to divest the General Motors Corpora- 


tion of all ownership and control of General Motors Accoptanse Corporation. 


Reasons for Bringing the Suit. 

The compleint alleges that General Motors Acceptance Corporation is 
a wholly owned subsidiary of General Motors Corporation, engaged in financ- 
ing at wholesale cars purchased from the factory by General Motors dealers, 
and at retail Goneral Motors cars purchased on time. ‘Through coercion and 
discrimination General Motors Corporation, and General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation, acting together, require General Motors dealers to finance with 
General Motors Acceptance Corporation on both wholesale purchases and retail 
sales'of General Motors cars, Under the device of owning its own automobile 
finance company, it is charged, the General Motors Corporation is able to 
control completely the business operations of General Motors dealers despite 
the fact that under the terms of the selling agreement between General Motors 
dealers and the General Motors Satos Corporation, tho selling agency for 
General Motors cars, the dealer is not considered either the agent.or legal 
representative of the seller. This control results in direct restraints on 
the moveriont of Generel Motors cars in interstate commerce, according to 


the complaint, 
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The complaint alleges that the power of the General Motors Corpora- 
tion, flowing from its complete ownership and control of General Motors Accep- 
tance Corporation, is such that it is subject to abuses which con be corrected 
permanently only by severance of that ownership and control; that injunctive 
relief is inadequate since, anong other things, the mere fact of ownership 
constitutes a coercive influence on General Motors dealers who purchase and 
Sell General Motors cars in interstate cormerce. 

The ownership of on automobile finance company by a concern occupying 
as powerful a position as that of the General Motors Corporation, controlling 
over 15,000 automobile dealers who are dependent for their livelihood and the 
preservation of their assets upon General Motors Corporation, with the vast 
majority of autonobile sales in interstate commerce depending upon the use of 
financing facilities, in itself tends to give the General Motors Group a 
monopoly in the financing of General Motors cars and complete control over the 
financing charges in connection therewith, as well as —— m of the 


dealer whether it leads directly to the financing of cars or to other matters 


in connection with their sale. 


Economic Results. to be Anticipated. 
‘The divorcement of General Motors Acceptance Corporation from General 
Motors Corporation will permit General. Motors dealers and retail purchasers to 
choose freely’ the financing medium for the purchase of General Motors cars. 


It will free the dealer from the complete subjugation and control of all his 
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busihess. affairs by General Motors Corporation which has been exercised through 
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the: device of the factory affilfated finance company, General Motors Accep-

27, 1928, Séparate indictments under the Sherman — were returned against 
the Ford Motor Company, the Chrysler Motor Company and General Motors Corpora- 
én and their affiliated. automobile finance companies. The indictments 
alleged that the three motor car companies and their affiliated ‘finance com- 
panies had coerced dealers into using the financing facilities of the affiliated 
finance companies. On November 15, 1938, civil decrees were entered in the 
Ford and Chrysler cases enjoining the practices complained. of and setting up 
‘a code of fair competition for automobile fínsnce companies. Under these de- 
¿rees the Ford and Chrysler Companies divested themselves of all interest in 
their affiliated finance companies. The indictments were nolle prossed, 

There were two escape clauses in the Ford and Chrysler decrees. One 
clause provided that the injunctive relief in the Ford and:Chrysler decrees | 
would be inoperative: in the event the Government failed to convict, General 
Motors Corporation in the criminal suit. This clause was inserted to protect 
the Ford and Chrysler Companies against a competitive advantage that would 
inure to the benefit of General Motors in the event of failure to convict that 


companys On November 17 » 1939, a jury convicted the General Motors Corporation, 
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General Motors Sales BE, General Motors Acceptance Corporation, and 
General Motors Acceptance Corporation of Indiana, Inc. of violating Section 
l of the Sherman.Act. ‘The case is now on appenl. 

The other clause provided that the Ford and Chrysler Companies might 
acquire an interest in an eutonobile finence company in the event the Govern- 
ment failed, in a civil action, to divorce General Motors Corporation from 
ownership and control of its affiliated finance company, General Motors Accep= 


tance Corporation. The instant case seeks such a result.
